The United States crop report for Oc- 
tober shows : Corn shows a higher aver- 
age than at any time for five years, but 
not so high M the remarkable corn years 
1875 to 1879. The general average is '.YX 
It indicates 20 bushels per acre, on 70,- 
000,000 acres. Wheat will exceed last 
year by about 100,000,000 bushels. 
Threshing is slow and late. Average 
condition everywhere is »fl. Oats will 
make a crop of about 570,000,000 bushels, 
which is a little above the average. Cot- 
ton's average condition is 74.7 per cent, 
the result of continued drought. Of ten 
successive crops only two have averaged 
lower— that is, 1881 and 1883. The great 
crop of 1882 averaired 88 per cent.
